" A. It is great profir and picaſure to 
a minde not corrupted with bealt]y 
delichts , to know the efftetts of the 
Stars in theſe inferionr Bodyes;z And 
ſo as it were by ſteps and degrees to 
aſcend ro the knowledge of God the 
Father and Anchor of all things, 

D. Declare an Example. 

A. It is found by evident reaſons, 
that there is no Star which falls under 
the Aſpet of our Eyes , bur is grea- 
rer then the Earth 5 The Moon 
only excepted , which 18 lefſe then 
che Earch ; but the Stinn® is ſaid ro 
be 166 times bigeer then rhe Earth, 
Now the Stars ſeem bur little parts of 
the whole Heaven : Then how ercat, 
how good, how wiſe and powerful is 
God to be Judged ro be, who hath 
not only made the Earth 7, rhe Sun, 
Moon and Stars, and the Univerſe of
